Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicant's response filed September 27, 2002, in which Claims 1 -2 has been 
amended, has been place of record in the file as Paper No. 10. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ohshima 
(U.S. Patent No. 5.807.127). With regard to Claim 1. Ohshima discloses socket 
comprising a socket body (1 ). a plurality of contact pins (31 ) disposed on the socket 
body (1). a rest face (upper face of (1)), a pair of resilient pieces (31c, 31 d) having 
contact portions (31 f, tip of (31c)). two slide plates (11,12), and an upper operating 
member (3). See Figs. 1-6c.

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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed September 27, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. In response to Applicant's argument regarding Claim 1 , that the 
Ohshima reference does not show two slide plates, Applicant's attention is directed to 
Fig. 1 in which Ohshima clearly discloses the two slide plates (1 1 ,12). Furthermore, 
Applicant's attention is directed to Column 4, Lines 21-53 and Fig. 7 in which Ohshima 
clearly states the both plates (11,12) slide and work exactly the same way as 
Applicant's plates.
